CORINTHIAN v. PROFESSIONAL 


AND THE PRIZE-WINNING POWERS OF OUR 
YACHTSMEN AT VARIOUS PERIODS 


The announcement that Mr. Chas. MaclIver was to sail the 
Norada next season, while of the utmost importance in itself, was 
further notable in so far as it helped to increase interest in the 
question of Corinthian v. Professional (which was brought so 
prominently forward last season by the success of Mr. Burton's 
sailing) and of the cognate matter of the prize-winning powers of 
our yachtsmen from period to period. It is desired to try to show 
in the notes which follow by means of the admittedly simple and 
old-fashioned but not altogether inefficacions methods of the 
tabulation of starts to prizes the success which has attended the 
efforts of afew of the more prominent men from time to time. 
Every care has been taken to have the figures as full and as 
accurate as possible. As, however, it is known only too well how 
impossible it is to secure either absolute finality or accuracy in 
this matter, additions and corrections will be gladly welcomed. 
With all friends of yachting bearing a hand in the way of acting 
as a Board of Supervision the figures could be made into a useful 
contribution to the history of the sport. 

It will perhaps not be considered invidious to lead off with the 
records of Mr. Burton, Mr. Maclver, and Edward Sycamore, as 
they are all so representative of the present day, while it will 
be equally in place to include those of John Carter and William 
O'Neill as typical of the immediately preceding period :—
